After  January  1.  "thoaa  wishing  to  wear  civilian  clothe#  off  duty 
will  have  to  be  Inspected  by  the  aquadrori  leader." 

The  colonel  said  hla  men  were  wearing  "civilian  clothe#  of  a type 
which  are  not  suitable— draped  and  ahoulder- padded  coats,  with 
trousers,  shirts,  shoes  and  socks  of  vivid  colors." 

"Pleaded  one  trooper:  'Clothe*  are  the  only  way  we  can  demon- 
strate our  individualism  In  this  world  of  uniformity.' " 

* * * 

I'm  with  the  trooper  there,  although  I favor  quieter  clothe# 
myself.  A#  a lowly  civilian  who  was  once  a most  undistinguished 
airman.  I'm  not  qualified  to  offer  an  opinion,  but  I'm  offering  one  any- 
way. Every  man  who  has  been  in  the  service  has  opinions  on  the 
topic,  and  you  couldn't  print  mod  of  them. 

Spit  and  polish  haven't  won  a battle  yet,  and  never  will.  If 
aoldler#  were  allowed  to  spend  less  time  on  useless  preening  and 
more  time  learning  their  trade,  they  would  be  tougher  and  happier. 

I'm  familiar  with  all  the  argument*  about  how  spit  and  polish 
helps  morale  and  discipline,  give#  the  troops  something  to  do  and 
tm presses  civilians  who  happen  to  be  Inoklng  on.  There's  some 
sense  in  the  argument*,  but  not  much. 

Although  there  la  some  kind  of  case  for  regulation  of  dress  while 
men  are  on  duty,  there  Is  no  visible  reason  for  prying  into  their 
wardrobes  while  they  are  on  leave. 

Admittedly,  wearing  civilian  clothe*  off  duty  la  a privilege  and 
not  a right.  Bui  If  it  Is  granted,  shouldn't  It  be  granted  without 
strings? 

Surely  intelligent  men  can  be  trusted  to  groom  themselve#. 
Morons  don't  belong  in  the  army.  Soldier*  are  hired  to  fight,  not 
to  act  as  tailor  * dummies.

If  the  colonel  is  right,  ths  Ideal  kind  of  offirer  wur-ld  be  a tailor 
—an  honest  profession  but  not  a military  one.  I can  picture  the 
gentleman  Inspecting  a line  of  men  In  civvies,  measuring  their 
tmuser-legs  with  a tape,  pummelling  ahoulder*  to  find  out  what  was 
muscle  and  what  was  padding. 

Every  aoldirr  would  be  dressed  in  exactly  the  tame  sartorially 
eorrecl  outfit,  In  the  same  cut  and  the  same  colors.  No  soot  suit*. 
No  drupe  shapes  —No  tie*  that  Ught  In  the  dark 

In  other  words,  the  soldier  would  simply  change  from  hi*  duty 
uniform  to  his  off-duty  uniform.  I suspect  that  people  like  the 
Colonel  would  like  to  see  everyone — soldier  and  civilian— dress  and 
behave  exactly  the  same.  It  would  diminish  the  need  for  thinking, 
a h * 

Of  cuurse  It’s  easy  fur  people  like  me  to  talk.  People  like  me 
are  civilian*,  and  fireproof  for  the  present.  There  may  come  a day 
when  we  have  to  do  our  grousing  In  private.

Saturday. 

The  unusual  session  1*  being  held 
to  avoid  meeting  on  New  Year  s Eve. 
The  constitution  requires  that  a full 
calendar  day  Intervene  between  a 
request  for  a confidence  foil  and 
the  ballot  Itself.

LONDON,  Dec.  39  <**•.— An  anony- 
mous letter  to  a Glasgow  nrwspaper 
provided  tonight  what  may  be  the 
first  tangible  clue  to  the  where- 
abouts of  the  missing  Coronation 
Slone. 

The  letter  contained  a petition  to 
the  King  laying  down  certain  con- 
ditions under  which  the  458 -pound 
relic  would  be  relumed  to  tbe 
authorities. 

One  of  the  conditions  wax  that 
the  stone  should  be  retained  in 
Scotland  In  a place  to  be  selected  by 
the  King 

The  petition  gave  as  proof  of  good 
faith  a description  of  hitherto  un- 
publlriaed  fault*  In  a watch  left  In 
Westminster  Abbey  when  the  stone 
was  stolen  from  there  early  Christ- 
mas morning. 

Police  did  not  Immediately  com- 
ment on  the  new  Information. 

Police  have  suspected  that  the 
theft  was  engineered  by  Scottish 
Nationalists.  The  sandstone  block 
was  used  In  the  coronation  of  8cot- 
l tlsh  Kings  long  before  It  fell  into 
Engll/h  hands.

IT  having  been  decided  that  Europe  has 
priority  on  the  resources  of  the  Western 
alliance,  United  Nations  troops  in 
Korea  seem  unlikely* to  be  reinforced  to  any 
great  extent.  Theirs  may  therefore  be  the 
unpleasant  task  of  containing  Red  Chinese 
armies  as  long  as  possible,  gradually  re- 
treating if  need  be  within  the  Pusan 
perimeter  as  before,  and.  In  the  end.  with- 
drawing from  Korea  altogether.  This  would 
be  defeat,  shattering  defeat,  but  it  is  a pros 
peel  that  must  be  faced.  The  West  is  not 
as  strong  as  it  exulted  a short  six  months 
ago.  and  in  a sense  its  bluff  has  been  called. 

Meanwhile  on  the  political  front  appease- 
ment goes  on  apace.  This  is  unpleasant  to 
contemplate  too.  but  camouflage  will  avail 
nothing.  The  alternative  to  giving  in  to 
Communist  China  is  to  boat  It  in  the  field, 
and  this  latter  task  is  at  the  moment  ap- 
parently beyond  both  the  United  Nations’ 
capacity  and  inclination.  Instead  the  trend 
is  towards  waiting  on  Peiping  hand  and 
foot,  if  necessary,  to  bring  about  a cease 
fire  in  Korea.  It  is  difficult  to  Imagine 
that,  the  Red  Chinese  regime,  sitting  as 


they  are  on  top  of  the  Far  East  world,  would 
agree  to  anything  but  their  own  terms,  al- 
ready declared  in  emphatic  and  impolite 
language,  but  straws  are  being  clutched  in 
drowning  fashion. 

Now  it  is  suggested  the  Commonwealth 
nations  might  unite  to  buy  off  Mao  Tse- 
Tung  With  a seat  in  the  United  Nations. 
Only  the  recalcitrance  of  the  United  States 
prevented  the  Red  China  government  being 
seated  there  nine  months  ago.  by  virtue  of 
its  undoubted  control  of  the  Chinese 
nation.  To  hand  Peiping  a U.N.  seat  now. 
however,  would  surely  be  to  reward  the  very 
type  of  aggression  the  world  organization 
is  pledged  to  combat,  and  to  submit  to  a 
blackmail  that  would  weaken  the  U N.  be- 
yond redemption.  Far  better  that  U N. 
forces  fight  it  out  in  South  Korean  territory 
to  the  bitter  end  or  forced  evacuation,  or 
else  concede  that  for  this  once  at  least  dis- 
cretion is  the  better  part  of  valor  and  with- 
draw quickly  in  preparat  ion  for  another  day. 
There  would  be  no  dishonor  attached  even 
if  retreat  is  unpalatable;  but  there  cer- 
tainly w-ould  be  if  Red  China  were  bribed  to 
stop  shooting  at  U N.  forces. 


lime  lip  Trim  Sails  in  Stormy  Weather 


A NNOUNCEMENT  that  the  British  Co- 
J~\  lumbia  Legislature  will  be  convened 
on  February  20  for  the  annual  session 
was  made  yesterday.  Until  the  Government 
discloses  its  program  there  will  be  no  of- 
ficial word  as  to  either  the  fiscal  or  legis- 
lative policies  of  the  session.  Meanwhile, 
whispers  In  legislative  corridors  that  the 
Administration  may  present  an  even  larger 
bill  of  costs  this  year  than  last  will  be  re- 
ceived with  some  concern;  not  only  by  the 
taxpayers  but  also  by  business  and  other 
groups  who  see  in  the  present  times  omi- 
nous clouds  of  a none  too  clear  future. 

To  the  listed  budget  of  $105,558,000  last 
year  had  to  be  added  the  year's  outlay  in 
capital  loans,  running  to  a score  of  millions 
more.  It  was  not  only  the  largest  bill  of 
costs  ever  presented  to  a British  Columbia 
Legislature,  but  also  the  greatest  jump  in 
outlays  between  any  two  successive  years 


in  the  province  s history.  That  kind  of 
financing  may  be  achieved  once,  but  it  is  to 
be  doubted  in  all  sincerity  if  it  can  be  re 
pealed  this  year  in  the  face  of  vastly  dif- 
ferent condition  lattve  corridors  are 

sometimes  given  to  echoes,  whether  they  be 
accurate  or  not.  In  this  instance,  the  Gov- 
ernment should  be  allowed  to  present  its 
program  before  being  taxed  with  a spend- 
thrift zeal  It  may  not  be  In  any  mind  to 
employ. 

Certainly  it  would  be  a brave,  if  not  also 
a blind.  Cabinet  that  set  out  in  this  weather 
to  increase  sail  in  the  face  of  so  many  warn- 
ings of  probable  economic  and  inter- 
national storms  ahead  The  taxpayers,  in 
any  event,  do  not  expect  miracles  from 
their  Government,  so  much  as  safe  and 
prudent  leadership,  well  within  the  limits  oi 
what  may  prove  to  be  feasible.  A smaller, 
and  not  a larger,  budget  would  be  genuinely 
welcome.

NEW  Year  perhaps  even  more  than 
Christmas  Is  a time  of  multiplied 
hazards  on  the  streets  and  highways, 
and  this  year  the  combination  of  mild 
weather  and  a long  week-end  is  likely  to 
produce  unusual  traffic  volume.  During 
the  next  three  days,  therefore,  all  drivers 
and  pedestrians  as  well  should  take  extra 
care,  and  strive  to  keep  the  holiday  as  free 
from  serious  accidents  as  w’as  the  long 
Christmas  week-end. 

For  drivers  the  best  advice  is  the  old  ad- 
vice: Don’t  attempt  to  drive  if  faculties  are 
impaired  in  the  way  that  is  ail  too  common 
at  this  season.  New  Year  is  a time  of 
exuberance  and  conviviality,  and  that  "one 
for  the  road"  which  may  seem  all  right  to 
take  now  can  cause  tragedy  ten  minutes 
hence,  when  its  delayed  action  effects  take 
hold 

Time  passes  swiftly  In  the  exchange  of 
visits  that  are  made  at  New  Year.  It  is 


better  to  arrive  late  or  to  skip  a visit  al- 
together than  to  try  to  make  up  lost  time 
on  the  road.  If  anything  is  axiomatic  in 
traffic  it  is  that  time  cannot  safely  be 
gained  that  way.  and  the  graveyards  are 
full  of  motorists  who  had  not  learned  that 
lesson. 

Start  out  early  enough  to  escape  the 
temptation  to  take  liberties  with  road  cour- 
tesy and  regulations.  II  stalled  or  delayed 
in  dense  traffic,  try  to  curb  the  impatience 
that  leads  to  rashness.  Keep  a prudent  dis- 
tance in  traffic  at  all  times,  and  never  at- 
tempt to  pass  unless  it  is  absolutely  safe 
to  do  so.  Make  signals  clearly  and  in  ample 
time  to  be  seen  by  others.  Don't  let  high 
spirits  express  themselves  in  high  speed. 

The  sum  of  these  is  the  code  of  the  good 
driver  at  all  times.  If  it  is  observed  with 
extra  care  in  the  next  three  days  there 
should  be  nothing  to  mar  the  start  of  a new 
vrfir.  so  far  as  the  highways  are  concerned 
at  least.

AFAR  finer  statesman  than  he  was 
a politician.  It  la  too  bad  Sir 
Wilfrid  Laurler  hadn't  lived  r bit 
longer  In  the  role  of  a great.  Canadian 
than  he  was  destined  to  do.  Had  he 
been  spared  some  years  longer  It  la 
Just  possible  he  might  have  guided 
the  country  a piece  along  the  wider 
road  of  nationhood  he  had  already 
visioned  when  he  ventured  to  predict 
that  the  twentieth  century  would 
belong  to  Canada  and  that  Canadians 
would  take  the  fullest. advantages  of 
the  great  opportunities  offered. 

A lot  of  Canadians  applauded 
Larurler's  prophecy  at  the  time  and 
there  were  many  supporting  prophe- 
cies of  what  the  future  held  for  a 
land  of  3.462.103  square  miles,  com- 
prising a wide  variety  of  visible  nat- 
ural resources  of  great  value  and 
many  evidences  indicating  the  pres- 
ence In  many  areas  or  minerals  vital 
to  mankind's  needs.  We  used  to  hear 
and  read  of  prognostications,  as  well, 
of  anywhere  from  thirty  to  fifty  mil- 
lions of  souls  happily  domiciled  across 
Canada  by  1940.  The  population  In 
1901  was  5.371,300  For  the  1951  census 
It  Is  generally  presumed  It  will  be  in 
the  neighborhood  of  14  000.000

' The  half-cycle  of  a century  will  be 
ending  tomorrow,  and  the  showing 
Is  not  good  enough.

practice  south  of  the  border.  Popu- 
lation paid  off  therr  where  the  land 
area  Ik  ie»  by  several  hundred  thous- 
and square  miles  and  the  population 
fifteen  times  greater  than  Canada  can 
boast 


In  the  Voters’  Hands

yy  WASHINGTON.— One  criterion  ax 
sV  to  the  road  ahead  concerning 
rearmament  of  the  West  against  Com- 
munism may  be  found  in  the  course 
of  events  following  Initiation  of  the 
Marshall  Plan  for  economic  restora- 
tion of  Europe. 

For  nine  months  after  Secretary  of 
State  Marshall  delivered  his  sweeping 
offer  of  American  aid  on  June  5.  1947, 
It  was  touch  and  go  whether  Congress 
would  agree  to  It. 

And  for  substantially  the  same 
period  It  was  touch  and  go  whether 
Europe  1 1 » would  dare  to  accept  the 
afd  In  face  of  Russian  threats;  and 
(2»  whether  several  European  nations, 
notably  Italy  and  France,  could  sur- 
vive Communist  engulfment  from 
within  until  American  help  could 
reach  them. 

Russia  did  engineer  a successful 
revolution  in  Csecho-Slovakla  In  pun- 
ishment for  the  attempt  of  the  former 
non-Communlst  Government  of  that 
country  to  get  in  on  the  Marshall 
Plan. 

* * a 

The  biggest  single  factor  In  putting 
ov6r  the  Marshall  Plan  In  Europe  was 
popular  elections  In  the  recipient 
countries,  especially  France  and  Italy. 

A month  before  the  Marshall  Plan 
was  broached,  the  after- war  French 
Government  had  for  the  first  time 
excluded  Communist*  from  the 
Cabinet . And  In  the  following  October 
occurred  the  first  of  a series  of  elec- 
tions tn  which  Communists  have 
steadily  lost  ground  to  the  moderate 
middle-ground  Frehch  Governments 
which  have  staked  their  lives  on 
Marshall  Plan  participation. 

The  most  significant  election,  how- 
ever, occurred  in  Italy  almost  coinci- 
dent with  congressional  creation  of 
European  Recovery  Administration. 

Appointment  oJ  Paul  Cl  Hoffman 
as  E C A administrator  was  confirmed 
by  the  Senate,  April  7.  1946.  and  on 
the  following  April  19.  92.3  per  cent 
of  eligible  Italian  voters  turned  out 


to  give  Marshall  Plan  supporters  a 
7-to-3  victory  over  the  Communist*. 

Both  berore  and  after  that  Italian 
election,  it  was  widely  predicted  that 
Russia  would  order  a Communist  revo- 
lution In  Italy  as  the  opening  gun  In 
a general  attempt  to  smash  the  Mar- 
shall Plan.  Two  months  later.  In  June. 
1948,  Russia  did  commit  It*  most  pro- 
vocative act  so  far  In  Europe  by 
bottling  up  American.  British  and 
French  forces  with  Its  blockade  of 
Berlin. 

When  the  Allies  not  only  stood  their 
ground,  but  proved  with  their  re- 
markable airlift  that  they  could 
supply  Berlin  Indefinitely  despite  the 
land  blockade.  Russia  backed  down 
* * * 

It  was  the  Berlin  blocknde,  however, 
that  set  the  stage  for  the  North 
Atlantic  Defence  Pact  and  the  plan 
for  a united  Western  European  army 
which  Is  Just  now  being  sparked  to 
fruition  by  the  latest  Communist 
aggression  In  Korea. 

Just  as  with  the  Marshall  Plan,  the 
mass  of  European  people,  more  than 
their  temporary  and  weakly  sealed 
governments,  may  decide  the  crucial 
rearmament  Issues 

Dispatches  from  Paris  declare  that 
the  main  deterrent  to  French  accept- 
ance of  real  Oerman  rearmament  Is 
timidity  of  the  politicians  due  to  ex- 
pectation of  a French  parliamentary 
election  next  Spring.  Almost  certainly 
that  election  will  decide  the  course  of 
France  respecting  resistance  to  Com- 
munist engulfment.  Including  the 
willingness  of  Frenchmen  to  accept 
Oermans  as  full-fledged  allies 

Likewise  In  Germany,  whether  or 
not  to  rearm  has  become  the  chief 
partisan  issue,  with  the  whole  nation 
obviously  engaged  In  a searching  of 
soul  • as  to  whether  freedom  from 
Communism  is  worth  fighting  for. 

Britain  soon  Is  to  vote  with  similar 
problems  uppermost,  and  even  In  the 
United  8tates  the  final  decision  be- 
tween fight  or  retreat  may  have  to 
await  future  voting  by  the  whole  body 
politic.

Balllle  was  In  Europe, 
and  he  cabled  to  make  sure  the  gen- 
eral knew  what  Balllle  thought  to  be 
the  views  of  "high  European  .sources.” 
The  general's  reply  ran  about  a 
column. 


In  our  quaint,  old-fashioned  way  we 
thought  that  generals  In  the  field 
took  orders  about  political  matters 
and  strategic  objectives  from  their 
governments.  We  have  been  accus- 
tomed to  regard  them  as  "men  under 
authority."  not  as  political  propheu. 
To  our  way  of  thinking  it  was  exceed- 
ingly strange  that  newspapermen 
should  think  of  asking  a general  for 
hl»  view*  about  world  politics;  and 
stranger  stlU  that  he  should  find  time 
in  the  midst  of  battle  to  reply. 

But  obviously  we  shall  have  to  bring 
ourselves  up  to  date.  The  only  thing 
we  haven't  decided  Is  what  we  shall 
ask  Oeneral  MacArthur  about.  Per- 
haps It  would  be  Interesting  to  have 
his  views  on  the  partition  of  Ireland.

OTTAWA.  Dec  29  «CPi  —Almost 
all  of  the  S1.800.<)00  earmarked  by 
Parliament  as  1950  municipal  granU- 
in-lieu-of-laxatlon  has  be»*n  dis- 
tributed . a Federal  source  disclosed 
today. 

The  grants  are  made  to  munici- 
palities where  Federal  property 
makes  up  more  than  4 per  cent  of 
the  total  assessment.

A nine- man  team,  under  com- 
mand of  Capt.  Ian  Smith  of  Cole- 
man, Alta , worked  through  Fe b- 
niary  and  March  In  deep  bush  south 
of  Kapuskaslug,  Out.,  utilizing  snow 
as  road  construction  material.

Calu- 
met trailed  by  only  17,804 
But  Jones  withdrew  the  entries 
of  the  Devil's  Red  and  Blue  out 
of  respect  to  Wright  Jones  said: 
"We  would  like  to  follow  the  tradi- 
tion of  the  turf  and  show  business 
and  run  Bewitch  and  Wistful  today. 
We  know  that  would  be  the  wish 
of  the  fine  man  and  sportsman.

Dr  Nat  Pleischer'6  annual  messags  on  the  state  of  the  ring  is  at 
hand-  It  appears  the  game  is  nut  bursting  out  all  over  either  with  vitality 
or  virtue.  Milch  of  the  blame  u.  of  course,  ascribed  to  TV.  But  there 
are  other  indicated  cauaes.  Hoodlum.-,  for  instance. 

Tlie  Barney  Banteh  of  boxing  deplores  tlie  presence  of  these  un- 
savory characters  who,  he  says,  operate  os  undercover  managers  and 
urges  vigorous  action  to  eliminate  them  if  the  game  is  to  hold  the  awe 
and  reverence  of  uur  right-thinking  citizenry. 

As  one  who  lias  always  fought  uncompromisingly  for  motherhood, 
admission- free  aunaeu  and  teeing  up  In  tlie  rough,  I share  Mr.  Fleischer's 
doubts  ihat  where  you  have  hoodlums  you  are  not  likely  to  have 
complete  honesty.  Still  the  history  of  the  ring  falls  to  support  this  point 
of  view. 

On  the  contrary,  it  would  be  possible  to  prove,  taking  box  office 
figures  aa  a criterion,  that  hoodlums  are  actually  good  for  the  game.

fhe  only  testimony  of.  hoodlum  persuasion  to  coma  to  my  personal 
attention  was  presented  by  Ray  Alvis,  a fight  manager,  and  It  led  to  a 
160.000  libel  suit.
